He 
advised her to take it to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, just to make sure 
thai she herself might not get sus- 
pected of subversive activities. She 
did so. The FBI men thanked her 
and said they were already familiar 
with the kind of literature she was 
getting. The story ends there . . 


Except that immediately after that, 


the mailing of German literature to 
her ceased abruptly.

but almost invariably those who heard [pare the ground of our own hearts. 


Jesus were somewhat puzzled. The 
story may have taken hold in their 
minds, but they did not understand 
what it meant; so they asked Him 
again and 
again to interpret 
the 


parable and make its meaning plain. 


The Christian truth contained in 


the Gospel and in the application of 
thc Gospel to life is deep and varied. 
[t cannot always be made simple. 
There are things that ought to bg 
made so clear that he who runs may 
read; but there are other things in 
the Gospel thjit reveal the fullness 
and richness of their meaning only 
through study and meditation and 
prayer. 


The way of the Christian life is 


not morally or spiritually easy. Truth 
is a quest, and those who would know 
and understand the truth must be will- 
ing to take pains and make sacrifices 
that they may know and understand. 


E|ut to get back to the parable Jes- 


us interpreted. It is a parable for 
hearers. The seed sown is the word, 
but in human hearts and minds is tho 
ground. God has broadcast the seed 
very widely, 'but if our hearts are 
stony, the seed will not take root or 
produce anything. If the ground will 
be no growth or harvest. But if we 
take the seed of-God's word and 
truth into deep and honest hearts, it 
will bring forth fruit manifold. 


This parable at least seems clear 


and plain when we put all the em- 
phasis upon the hearer. To make it 
r. parable of tho sower would be to 
prevert the real truth; for 
if 
the 


sower considered too much the ground 
he might not sow at all. Or if he 
watched to see whether every seed 
were taking root, he might become 
discouraged. 


So far as sowing is concerned, thc 


truth is expressed in the verse of a 
well-known hymn: 


"Sow in the morning thy seed, 


at eve hold not thy hnnd; 


"To doubt end fear give thou no 


ear; 


"Broadcast it o'er the land."

Most notorious case of that kind

New Orleans, warning him of Hitler's 
vengeance if he did not stop print 
ing anti-Nazi material. 


While these organizations were de- 


veloping, other avenues were laid 
open. Fritz Wiedemann, German con- 
sul in San Francisco, became notor- 
ious for his propagandist activities; 
it Was under his wing that Prinz 
Kurt ztir Lippe, a thoroughgoing Nazi 
propagandist, set up shop as a lec- 
turer on 'the "European 
situation." 


Gcrhart Westrlck cultivated business 
men from the German consulate in 
New York. Scores of lesser lights were 
brought over—business men, students 
and the like. 


Try to Enlist Americans 


Every effort was made to cultivate 


native American organizations that 
displayed Nazi-like tendencies. When 
he retired Maj. Gen. Frank Van 
lorn Mosley was quizzed by the 
Dies Committee about his abortive 
efforts to launch a semi-Fascist* or- 
janization, he testified that in 1934 
he German ambassador, Hans Lut- 
icr, went to Atlanta to visit him. 
William Dudley Policy told thc com- 
nittee that when he started his Sil- 
ver Shirts, a Nazi emissary came to 
lim and offered to subsidize the out- 
fit 
by having 15,000 German-Amer- 


cans joirt up—at $10 a head.

"Ncws"-With Axis Flavor

that caliber were tolerably crude, 
of course, 
and there is little

lication that the Nazis expected much 
more of them than a chance to spread 
propaganda and race hatred. Con- 
•iderably more ambitious were the 
obs attempted by such propagandists 
as Dr. Manfred Zapp, head of Trans- 
Ocean News Service. 


Technically, Trans-Ocean was what 


its name implies—a news service. 
Actually, as the Dies Committee in- 
vestigators .found out after raiding its 
New York' offices, it was' a clearing 
house and nerve-center for a vast 
network of propaganda and espionage 
work.
